Since the page of crime hag beon reopened,
it roume 08 though every duy were destined to
add gome horrible deed thereto, The Wilmer,
Foster, and Nogel coses aro searce placed before
the eyes of the publicere we nre called upon
to record ile occurrence of another deed of
brutallty, of erime and blood. This timeo the
geone Is luld In the neighborboud of Eighteenth
and South streets, .

It appenrs that on Wednesday night Hugh
MeKinney, aged twentv-seven years, who re-
sided with his mother at No., 2325 Chrlstlan strect,
whilet walking around with o friend, stepped
into the drinkery of one Joe Brady, 8. K. coroer
ot Blghteenth and Bouth streete. Assembled
therein wete a crowd of bar-room loafers, who,
ripe at any moment for a Tmrrel. soon found o
pretext for ereating one with the two visitors.
A squabble ensued in the bar-room and wns
kopt up uintil all hands reached the streot, when
Jt was repewed with lnerensed violence, Sud-
denly the row censed, nnd all the participants
eave one disappeared as thongh by magie.

A few minntes afterwards an old lady found
Iying upon the pavement, bleeding, mosning,
and. horribly brulsed and broken, the young
man McKinney. Bhe at once rushed into the
drinkery, notifled the man Brady, and called on
him for aasistance for the young man, telling
bim that he was dead. Brady then pro-
cured the belp of one or two others, and the
dying man was conveyed to the residence of his
brother, No. 1815 Balnbridge etreet, where he
lingered until last night, when death ended his
sniﬁ!rlnga. The perpetrators of this deed are
yet unknown aud at large, but it Is to be hoped
that Mavor Fox will gpure nelther means nor
time until be has them placed before the bar of
justice, Coroner Taylor will hold an inquest on
the case this afternoon.

The court (Judge Barnard) stated that, as ho
underatood, his own power was morely to order
the company to produce books containing cer-
tain accounts or records, or sworn coples of
them.

After some discussion the conrt permlitted the

If they did, then the legal question
arises whether the defendant should pay back,
It made no matter from what fund the money
was derived, provided It came from the Erie
Cumpun‘v. In regard to the issue of subsequent
stock, they had nothing to do with it in the
silt. As to the minutes of the Board of
Directors in regard to the settlement, they had
o right to that, and also In regard to the
minutes of tho committee authorizing the sult,
they had a right to them, and the Court would
make an order directlng them to be furnished
to the defendant. The rest of the application
would have to be denled,

PRINCE ERIE ON THE BTAND,

apartment: we hiad i conver:ation there together;
1 shonld think a half an hour; it was regarding
